2, ‘The area of Angul is 881 square miles, of which 471 are cultivated 
The high lands form about three-fourths of the entire cultivable area, and are 
cultivated with paddy and ruddi: the remaining low lands are almost entirely, 
under paddy. The State of Angul was confisoated by the British Government 
in 1847 owing to the Rajah’s continued disobedience of orders, and hia attempt 
to wage war. Since that time it has been under Government management, 
the revenues being collected and the estate generally managed by a tehsildar 
in direct communication with the Superintendent of the Tributary Mehals. 
It has never formed a portion of any Regulation district, and the map shows that 
it is isolated from British territory. On the north it is bounded by, States in 
the Central Provinces; on the east by Talchere and Hindole; on the south by 
Nursinghpore, Daspalla, and the Mabanuddy river; andon the west by Athmul- 
lick. The road from Sumbulpore to Cuttack traverses the-estate, but is only fit 
for feir-weather traffic, as it crosses 26 unbridged streams and is not metalled. 
It took Sir John Edgar four days to reach Angul from Cuttack (though only 
about 80 miles distant by the road which is at times impassable) by means of a 
steam-launch up the Mahanuddy as far as Tikerpara,—no steamer had ever as- 
cended so high before,—and special arrangements by land. It is important that 
the inaccessibility of this locality should be recognized, and the deficiency ‘of 
the administrative system hitherto obtaining here appreciated. The population 
at the time of the last census amounted to 101,903, and is composed almost 
exclusively of the agricultural and labouring classes. : 

8. The whole estate is said to havo suffered from a partial failure of crops 
for some years, especially. the last two, though some tracts are more distressed 
than others. The average outturn of the principal, food-grains is estimated to 
have been, in 1887-88, beali rice, 2 annas; saradh, 6 annas: in 1888.89, beali rice 
6 annas; saradh 6 annas. It is possible that the ryots have intentionally 
allowed some of the lands to lie uncultivated in view of the fact that the 
estate is under settlement. Not only were the rice crops thus short, but also the 
mohua, mango, and palm crops of last season totally fajled. The high prices of 
grain in the estate and in the adjacent States have contributed to the distress 
caused by the loss ofcrops. It is estimated that 10 per cent. of the whole 
population will be unable without assistance to subsist until the next crop. is 

arvested: 

4, The above statements are made on the authority of the tehsildar 
and the Superintendent's Assistant, who made enquiries over a comparatively 
small area and generalized therefrom; .but it has become very clear: in the 
course of Sir John Edgar’s recent deputation that the information which, pre- 
vious to the deputation of the Personal Assistant, had been furnished to ‘the 
Superintendent was not of a very trustworthy character, and that’ fo» 
the future the first thing is to secure information from a subordinate agency 
on which reliance can be placed. Provision has been made accordingly for 
this purpose in the arrangements initiated by Sir John Bdgar. But, after 
allowing for the inaccuracy of the reperts received for some time: pagh from 
inexperienced subordinates, it is impossible to resist the ¢onciusion that an 
appreciable proportion of the population (whether 10 per cent., ‘more or eas, 
cannot be declared with any certainty) are in a position of severe distress, # ‘got 
of destitution, and that relief operations on.an sdequete svalavare requirad'fo 
some months. a ‘ 
_ 5. Some relief has been given since May under the se of the ‘Supers. 
intendent, but it was only eanctioned to the amount of Res, 1,000 ou 
Improvement Fund for ordinary works, and no, special expenditure wai 
tioned by him until the middle of June. The smallness of the stirs: 
‘on relief works, advances, and gratuitous relief-up to the 15th July shows” 
the local authorities were not previously alive'to ‘the ‘gravity of the:

‘by Government, but only about Rs. 3,000 were issued, although ties 
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who usually lend grain to the cultivators at this time of year, have this 
season refused to give them loans, so that there was the greater necessity for 
the ly by Government agency of present means of subsistonce. Previously 
to ir Join -Bagar’s visit, nine relief centres had been establi¢thed with relief 
works near them, but these gave employment only to 493 porsons, and 1,998 
ns were in receipt of gratuitous relief, and both the amount of wage on 
4ho works and the ration given on gratuitous relief were unquestionably 
inadequate. A, large number of deaths from cholera is reported, and some 
deaths are said to have occurred from starvation. Hitherto there has been 
no want of grafn in the State, and the stocks were estimated in July as 
amounting to 50,000 or 60,000 maunds. But the information on these points 
cannot be relied upon, and there is aljvays the danger that the supplies of food- 
grains from the neighbouring States may be discontinued owing to the 
resence of cholera, which has heen undoubtedly very severe and still prevails, 
‘he state of the growing crops is so far favourable, but more rain is wanted, 
and observations show that in this part of the country the rainfall is specially 
liable to be partial and unevenly distributed.” 

6. The circumstances above described sufficiently show that from various 
causes there was great danger of some serious calamity occurring in an in- 
acoessible tract like the Government estate of Angul. The measures neces- 
sary to: epbure the safety of the people and avert the possibility of their 
perishing through incompleteness of investigation or want of administrative 
agency have now been carefully considered by Sir John Edgar and the Superin- 
tendent of the Tributary Mehals, and are contained in the papers laid before 
Government. The estate is to be divided into three circles for relief purposes. 
Mr. Brownfield, who was for many years in the Survey Department and carried 
out the sitvey of Khoorda, and has experience of settlement work, has been 

ed in charge of the relief proccedings in Angul, and will als) have charge 
of the Angul Cirele. THe is to control and generally supervise the work of the 
other two circles, which wiJl be in charge of his Assistants, Messrs. Augicr and 
Lioyd, and sufficient establishments will be allowed to these three officers. 
Twelve relief centres have beon selected, and more may be added as required : 
the-sites should be near some good water-supply and shelter should be provided 
near each centre for persons employed on light work and for medical relief. A 
mohurrir and a peon will be employed at each centre, 

7. In addition to the above proposals, the following suggestions have been 
laid before Government by Mr. Uopkins in his letter uf the 80th July after 
communication with Sir John Edgar, and sre approved by the Lieutenant- 
Governor :— 

“Tho duties of the circle officers will be to superintend tho distribution of gratuitous 
relief to those who cannot work, and sce that those who are sick receive medical aid; and for 
this a, hospital assistant or other medical officer will be placed at their ordors at each 
of the head-quarters of a circle. They will have to see that shelter is provided for tho sick 
Some of tho persons reoviving gratuitous. relief may be employed on light work, such as 
basket-making, mat-making, &o., cotton twisting and husking paddy. ‘This will be performed 
under shelter. The circle officers should arrango for and erect, if necessary, suffiviently spacious

oP The distribution of tuecavi loans will form an important duty. The procedure which 
I would. suggest is thist as soon as oach officer has joined his cirole, he should proceed to visit 
¢aoh village ih it and ascertain from the headmen and villagers what persons actually require 
distribute to each applicant to whom it is determined to grant » loan as much a8 

‘the ciroumstanoes of exch case requires, entering the grantee’s name in a register and the neces- 
sary, ioulars es ‘laid down in the rules of tho Board of Revonuo, and taking the signature 
of the grantee against the amopnt and the signature of the headman. ‘The sgnaturo of the 
headman.-will not, be taken as socurity for payment, but as a means of identification. It may 
often. happen that the headmen will roport against granting a loan.

Tho oloth can bo gpld. Again women and chikiren may bo cimployed in tho manufodturo of 
baskots, fons, trays, and other useful things of basket work ; tho baskuts, &o., oan be purchased, 

“T note it will probably be nocessary to distribute some clothes to indigent women ond 

‘als; this cloth will be distributed from the stock which has accumulated, or may be purchased 
Eom local pins or weavers, : 

“Tn the matter of work, it is difficult to lay down any rules. Road works and embank~ 
ments can hardly be undertaken at this sonson of the year, but the fullowing work for men 
might be undertaken :— 

(1) Levelling fields for cultivation. 
(2) Junglo-clearing. 

(3) Drains. 

(4) Minor ronds and paths. 

(5) Weaving. 

“ Ttis probable that repairs may be desirable to bundhs and dams; in some ousos it may be 
desirable 10 erect new works of this desoription. The relief officers have full discretion to 
enter on any work of this description for the improvement of agriculture where they see it can 
bo offectod during the present soason, I also annex a schedulo of roads and bundhs which 
will affurd work, and though above I have expressed an adverse opinion to carrying out such 
works in the rainy season, yot I must loave tho matter very much to tho local knowledge 
ucquired by the relief officers. If they find large numbers of people require work, they should 
oonsider carefully the list of works given in Appendix A. In villages and in Angul for 
women and children the following work will be sufficient —

: Paddy-husking, : 
Tho latter would be profitable and useful employment, for paddy is choap: rico is dear. Tho 
paupers should, whenover possible, be employed to husk the paiidy for distribution. They 
should also bo employed in keeping the grounds and huts nt onsh ovntre porfootly dean and 
also'in cleaning and cutting undorgrowth in villages and on roads. They can also be em- 
ployed in collevting firewood, cooking, and carrying water.” 

8. For advances, relief works, and medical relief, the Superintendent 
has submitted applications as follows, and they were sanctioned on the 6th 
August by the Licutenant-Governor;— 

“Baboo Kalipodo Mookerjee has ostimated the sum necessary for loans at Rs. 12,000 
at least. Of this sum, Rs. 5,000 has boen already sanotioned and Re. 7,000 has boen advanced. 
Por this formal sanction will be required. If more ix required, application for it will be made. 

“Roliof works have boon estimated at Re, 8,051, Appendix O gives a genoral 
estimate of this sum. One anna per diem has been fixed as the sum payable in order that 
work may not be diverted from tho fields, but it may be nevessary to incroase the amount of 
daily wages. Of this sum, Rs, 8,800 has been provided in tho budgot of Angul, of which 
about Js. 1,000 is already appropriated for establishment and contingencies. A. of 
Rs. 3,000 has already been made for works. A further sum of Rs. 4,000 will be required. 

“On tho subject of medical relief I havenothing to say excopt that another hospital 
assistant is required and four compounders. The cost of theso for three months, when it is h 
relief proceedings will cesse, is Rs. 295. Other expenses connected with medical relief will be 
thet from the sum sanctioned for gratuitous relief.” 

9. The want of trustworthy information has .been alluded to above, and 
with a view to obtain it for the future, Sir John Edgar selected Mr. Brownfield 
as the chief relief officer, his experience as a Surveyor qualifying bim in aspccial 
manner for the work of collecting information of the kind requited. 1 will 
be the duty of this officer and his two assistants to visit every village in the 
estate, and to enquire carefully and record in their diaries information on the 
following points amongst others:— 

(1) The character of the harvests dusing the two or three years. 

(2) Thé number of villagers who have emi; ay * 

(3) The number who have died of cholera. 

(4) Tho numbor, if any, who have died of want. 

(5) Any loss amongst plough cattle. 

(6) The arca cultivated with biati tice, mowa, and other similar early rain crops. 

(7) Tho probablé period under which the agrioulturists will be able to subsist on thoes 
orops. 


(8) ‘Tho extent to which the landless classes share in, or are benefited by, Konia se 








(9) The area of the saradh oultivation for this year, and ita proportion to the 
cultivated in ordinary years. S a fe 
(10) A full explattation of thé cause of any deficionoy in the.area so-auitivated.

(LL) The prospects of the saradh orop at 
(12) The number of people in the village needing relief. 
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(18) ‘Tho length of timo for which they will probably roquire such holp. 

(14) ‘The amount of stooks of grains of all kinds hold in the village 40 far as can bo 

ascortainod. 

(15) Any other matter affecting the condition of tho psoplo which Mr. Brownfield 

may find worthy of report. * 

“Tn addition to the first report on the earadh cultivation presoribed in clause 11, the relief 

officers will be bound to report from timo to time any changes which may take place in tho 

epects of that’ orop, All the information sent in by the assistant relic? officers will have to 
be tested most carefully by Mr. Brownfield and embodied by him in the diaries which he will 
submit from timo to time to tho Superintendent. Copies of theso diarius will bo sent to 
Government for information.” * 

The Lieutenant-Governor entirely concurs with Sir John Edgar and 
cunfirms these arrangemenis. ; 

10. The future supply of rice for relief operations in Angul has also to be 
provided for in case of a failure in the present source of supply. ‘The cstimate 
of the stocks at present in the country may be correct, but there is no certainty 
on the subject; and having regard to what has happened on previous occasion: 
in Orissa, it would be dangerous to rely solely on the alleged existence of these 
stocks. ‘he influx from the neighbouring States might at any time be inter- 
rupted by an increase in the epidemie of cholera now prevailing in Angul, or by 
the exhaustion of the source in the supplying States. Sir John Edgar therefore 
writes :— : 

“ T havo therofore strongly advisod the Suptrintendont to despatch’ from Cuttack, oithor by 
steamer up,tho river or by road, a supply of at loast 5,000 maunds of rice or its equivalent in 
paldy, in addition to the amount already dospatehod. I recommend paddy, bocauso the 
husking of it will give employmont to distrossod women in Angul, while affording a certain 
amount of profit to Goyernmont as a sot-off against.the initial exponse:| The aost of the rice 
delivered at Angul has been hitherto Rs. 3a maund inclusive of carriage. Ihave thorefore 
sonotionod an advanoo of Its. 15,000 for tho purpose. If more is roquired, it will be sanctioned 
hereafter.” . 

‘The advance has been sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor.

Notes recorded by Sir John Elgar, xc.t.e4 Chief Secretary to the Government of 
Bengal, on denutation, ‘on the condition of the Duspalla State and of certait 

‘others of the Tributary Mehals iu Orissa, with enclosures, 


In the Resolution of the 20th June 1889, in the Political Department, on 
the condition of the psople in the Tributary Mehals, Orissa, it was stated that 
it isthe duty of Government to press upon the Chiofs tho necessity of taking 
measures for the relief of distress and of giving them such assistance in doing 
so as may bo required. With rogard to the state of Duspalla, on the Maha- 
nuddy, if was said: “In Duspalla, the population of which is 41,608, the 
Kaja reported that the general condition of the people was bad; that theré was 
severe loss of crops during the last two years; that the stock of rice in this 
Stato has already Been consumed; and that traders were bringing rice from 
Cuttack. ‘ He proposed relief works at an aggregate cost of Rs. 4,000, in aid 
of which he obtained a loan of Rs. 2,000 from tho Government on the 30th 
May. The Superintendent did not consider these works sulficient, and 
advised the Rajab to open others. No report of the result has been recvived.” 

2. Sir John Edgar has now furnished the Licutenant-Governor with full 
information collected on his late tour by enquirics mado in the Tributary 
Mehals which he visited. It will bo desirable to summorise this. Late in 
dune the Assistant Superintendent, Tributary Mehals,’ paid a visit ‘to the 
Duspalla ‘State, and recorded certain facts whicn had oome.to his notice. 
Thicre was more or less failure of, crops (chiefly ofthe rice crop) in almost all 
parts of the State. The pergunnahs which suffered most are Jormuha, on the 
northern bank of the river Mahanuddy, and Panchpali and Kala on its 
southern -bank. In Jormuha tho last rico crop is said to have entirely failed, 
and distress was then, ot the end of June, at its height; about three-fourths of 
the population stood in need of State help in one way or other, Io Kula 
and Panchpali the yield did not exceed one-fourth of the, average produce, 
so that there was distress there, but ‘not so severe as in Jormuha: in 
other parts some sort of help for tho labouring classes would, it was expected, 
be needed. They had indeed received some from wotks of public utility 
undertaken by private individuals. The Raja was excavating a tank af 
his head-quarters, which ws estimated to cost Rs, 2,000, but little progres: 
had been made. Non-resident. professional digzors and the residents of 
the State were promiscuously employed, so that ‘the latter did not get the 
fall beucfit, and unfortuvately the works were far away from the places where 
help was most needed. With these exceptions, nothing was being done by the 
State or by private individuals to belp tho necdy, beyond that the Raje 
borrowed Rs, 100 wagth of paddy to lend to the people of a few villages. The 
financial position of the State was declared to be anything but satisfactory, 
There was no cash balance in the treasury, and no food-graia in tho State 
granaries to spare. The Rs. 2,000 which the Raja hag borrowed from 
Government «were considered altogether insufficient to meet the requirement: 
of the occasion; but, having regard to the financial condition of the State, the 
Raja was unwilling to run largely into debt. When the critical condition 
of the country was explained to him, he agreed to borrow Rs. 3,000 moré far 
relief purposes, and submitted an application for that sum to Government. 
The supplies of grain from Cuttack had closed, but were expected to recom: 
mence in the rains from the Sumbulpore site, Oholera,and small-pox have 
made great havoo during the year, Small-pox had disappeared in June, but 
cholera still raged in different parts of the State. It was the general 
opinion that, though the shortness of provitions might have something to'de 
wath these epidemics, waut of water, which was vory severely felt | 
summer, was the immediate Gayse, oo 
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8. The Assistant Superintendent again visited the Duspalla State in 
July, and recorded what had been done, as follows :— 

From my Inst report, it will have been scen that until my visit to the State very little 
in the shape of State relief had been given. ‘Since then Rs. 813 had up to the date of my 
second vieit been advanced to 299 xyots in Joremo, i.¢., the portion of Duspulla wigh lies on 
the north of the Mahanuddy, and‘ where the distrass is very severe, and the Dewan had obtained 
489 delengat, 1,283 maunds of paddy, from mahojane and given to 535 ryots, and was also 
giving gratuitous relief in Joremo from Ist instant to destitute persons, whose number nad by 
the 15th idem reached 192. The embankment work in Joremo had also commenced, in which 
about 130 were employed daily, Having done this, tho Dewan had come to Kula zilah, 
which is on the.sonth of the Mahanuddy, and had commenced making advances, ‘The Dewan 
informed me that the Rajah had intimated to him that he would soon open an annurhdatra 
at the hend-quarters. The Raja has neither money nor stock of fond-grain, and he does not 
see the gravity of the present situation, The Ra, 2,000 he borrowed from Government, must 
nearly have beon spent by this time, but, the additional Re. 3,000 for which he rather reluctantly 
applied,and which bas recently been sanctioned, will soon be in his hands, and that will enuble 
him to get on with relief measures for some time. It will not, however, be enoagh.” 


4. Sir John Edgar and the Superintendent ort their return journey from 
Angool invited the Raja to meet. them at a village in his State not far from the 
Mabanuddy. They were, however, met’ by the Dewan of the State, who informed 
them that the Raja had absented himself on the plea of illncss. The Dewan 
also said that the Ikaja would not take proper measures forthe relief of distress, 
and would not allow him to do so, and would not even seud to Cattack for the 
sum of Rs, 3,000 recently sanctioned as a loan. Sir John Edgar inspect 
some neigibouring villages, while the Superintendent took the Dewan’s state- 
ment. This was to the effact that 18 more deatis from starvation had been 
reported: {rom the Jormuha pergunnah in addition to the 58 already reported 
There have been also 72 cases of starvation in the Kula pergunnah; from Panch- 
pali, the other afflicted pergunnah, no statistics are available. ‘The Dewan had 
found, on enquiry, the 58 deaths to be due to starvation and want. Only onc- 
fourth of the usual area of winter ricc has been sown: there are seedling beds, 
which, if the weather is favourable, will supply another eight annas of the usual 
area : for the remaining fourannas, it is said, there are expectations of getting 
plants‘from Nursinghpore, but this is somewhat uncertain, for the latter is not 
well off. The Dewan: stated that an annochhatra had been opened at Duspalla, 
at which one chittack of rice, or a handfal of cooked rice, is given to cach person 
attending. The Raja, he said, had only pretended to porform his promise : 10) 
persons only receive alms at the annochhatra, Sir John Edgar reports the state 
of things seen by him during his inspection to be deplorable. The number of 
deaths,” he writes, “ which have been officially returned as caused by starvation, 
has been 148 in a population of little more than 10,000, and I was iuformed by at 
least two people, speaking independently, that the number which actualiy took 
place was much greater than thaf officially returned. We have heard from ali 
sides of starving people in Duspalla taking refuge in other States. Complaints 
on this subject have also been mado officially to the Superintendent by tho 
Collector of Ganjam.” : 

5. Under these circumstances, Sir John Edgar considered it useless to 
make any further attempts to induce the Raja to do his duty by his pevple, and 
requested the Superintendent to summon the Raja into Cuttack to explain his 
conduct, He also arsanged for the deputation of the Assistayt Superintendent 
to Duspalla to take immediate means for the effectual relief of the people in 
the affected tract which, so far as is known at present, is smallin area, and 
contains a population of little more than 11,000, and to report fully on the con- ~ 
ditio& of the State and on the administration of ttio Raja. The Assistant was 
‘unfortugately taken ill with fever and unable to proceed at oncd, but another - 
trustworthy officer. was deputed immediately in his place, The Superintendent 
has-algo been authorised’ to advance to his Assistant as much as he may want 
in qpticipation of formal sanction. : 

The Liautenant-Governor, in pursuance of the policy of impressing upon 
tha ‘necessity of taking measures to keep their people alive, approves 
action taken by Sir John Edgar in requesting the Sunerintendent to 
he-Raja of Duspalla into Cuttack, and in sending the Aésistant to 
rae:Of'the relic? measures in the State and to spond the money 
ialendy “been: gdvanced by Government. A further report vy the 
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Superintendent on the conduct of the Raja and the condition of his State is 
anxiously awaited by the Lioutenant-Governor, 

6, Besides Duspalla, the States affected by scarcity aro Khandpara, Boad, 
‘yagur, and Kanpur on the south of the Mahanuddy, Tigeriah, Baramba,. Nur- 
singhpow, Hindole and Athmullik on the north’ In anticipation of Sir John 
Eds: Teport, a fow details of the present condition of these States may now 
be given, In Khandpara there is considerable distress among the aboriginal 
classes, greater than in any of the neighbouring States, while the prospects 
of the landed classes sire fairly good ; a loan of Rs. 5,000 was sent to the Chief in 
July. In Boad relief measures havo been adopted, and money is being spent, 
but the situation of the State is described as critical. Both Boad and Khand- 
para are about to be inspected by trustworthy officers. The condition of the 
people has somewhat improved in Nyagur, but geucral distress still prevails. 
Relief measures, both gratuitous and on earthwork, commenced in June, In 
Ranpur cholera has greatly decreased, prospect$ are improving, und reliof works 
are in progress. The Dewan has worked, and is working exceedingly well, 
and Sir Join Edgar has formed a very high opinion of him. The situation in 
Tigeriah shows a real turn for the better, and there were no deaths from 
starvation during the fortnight reported upon by the Superintendent. .The 
mortality from cholera bas been appalling. In Baramba affairs aro fairly 
satisfactory. There is no present need for apprehension with regard to Nur- 
singhpore; there has been sufliciont rain, and the labourers find enough work 
to do. The reports received by Sir John Edgar about Hindole are very 
gloomy, though the fortnightly statement gives no ground for special alarm, 
The aja is on the alert, has started relief works, and has applied for a loan 
of Ks, 5,000, which the Superintendent was desired by Sir John Edgar to grant. 
This has the Lieutenapt-Governor’s approval, ‘The Raja of Athmullik has 
made most praiseyorthy efforts to mect the distress in his State: he spent 
nearly Rs. 6,000 in loans and relief last yoar, and has disbursed about 
Rs. 12,000 this year: he superintends the relicf operations himself, and has 
not only managed to keep his own people out of extreme distress, but has 
reccived people irom other States. The good work which ho has done and his 
devotion to his people are highly appreciated by the Lieutenant-Governor, who 
has written to the Raja to this effuct, and desires to bring his excellent example 
to the notice of the Government of India. « . 

7. Sir John Edgar anticipates that the pressure in all these States will 
be probably much more severe during the next two months than it has been 
hitherto, and that the Superintendeit should be prepared to give advances 
liberally, While taking c.re by incessant inspection, and, when necessary, by 
more direct action, to ensure that the money is properly spent. He has also 
found reason to distrust largely the reports received from the majority of the 
Gurjat Mehals, and:has organised with the Superintendent a system of inspec- 
tion of the affected States by European officers. These views are concurred 
in by the Licutenant-Governor, who desires that the Superintendent will take 
action accordingly, and keep'Government fully informed of the progress of 
affairs in these States.

The Annual Administration Report of the Rajshahyo Division for the year 1888-89. 

Mr E. E. Lows was Commissionor throughout the year, but the present 
report is submitted by Mr. N. S. Alexander, who labours somewhat undor 
a disadvantage in having succeeded to the charge of the division aftor the close 
of the period undor review. Tho divisional hoad-quarters havo recently been 
removed from Rampore Beoauleah to Julpigorec. 
, 2. From the memoranda left by Mr. Lowis, it would appear that his 
annual tour was a useful and varied one, but it is 
remarked that it was almost exclusively confined 
to the cold-weather months. As regards the tours of district and sub-divisional 
officers, it was indicated in the Resolution recorded on last year’s report thatit is 
sufficient under this hoad for tho Cummissioner to show that ho has satisfied 
himself that tho duty of porsonal inspection has becn properly attended 
to, The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the suggestion thus made in 
favour of greater brevity has been profited by, but regrets to find that 
Mr. Alexander has apparently been unable to give without reserve the assurance . 
desired. ‘The deficiency in the periods spent by district officers in the interior 
is in one instance trifling, and in the other case mct with a fair excuse; 
but in respect of tho Sub-divisional Officers of Sorajgunge and the Terai 
the failure to carry out the orders of Government calls for very sorious notice, 
especially as tho poriod of touring. which was formerly required to extend to 
120 days, has, oy this Government's Resolution of tho 31st April, 1883, beon 
recently reduced in the case of sub-divisions to one of 90 days only. Tae 
shorter time now prescribed must be fully completed. 

3. .The rainfall was not only considerably short of that of preceding 
‘Weather and cropsand condition years, but also ill-distributed. The outturn of the 
of the paople. autumn and wintor rice crops, the principal food 
staples of the division, fell almost overywhere below the average, and the 
season, from an agricultural point of view, was a poor one, Common rice was, 
dearer in every district than in 1837-88; but, compared with the average of 
the five previous years, it was cheaper throughout the division, except in 
Julpigoree and the Darjecling Lerai. The wages of labour continued at a 
hig range; there was, as hitherto, an absence of all emigration; and the mate- 
rial condition of the people gonorally is declared to have sliown no appreciable’ 

alteration. In this connection the Officiating Commissioner remarks :-— 

“The major portion of the population consists of agriculturists pure and eimplo, 
who benefited by the high prices obtained for jute, grains, and other produce, though their 
gains hed to be discounted somewhat by the groator cost of living caused by tho high 

ive of food-grains. The ou!y part of tho division where there was any sort of doterioration 
in. the conditivn of the people appears to be in Dinagepore, of which the Collector writes :— 
“The failure of oariy and- winter rico crops affooted all classes. Tho zomindars found 
difficulty in collecting reuts, and the ryots had less sufplus produce to sell. Tho poorer 
tlagees certainly found themselves in straitoned circumstances.’ ” 
,., Turning to the public health, the Lieutenant-Governor observes that there 
pears. on the whole to heve been an improvement corresponding with the 
faose inthe number of deaths registered in every district oxcept Darjecling ; 
bat the divisional returnsare somewhat disfigured by the two-serious outbreaks of 
cholate reported to have occurred in Rajshahye, and the abnormal increase shown 
éxi:the mortality from small-pox in Ruogpore. During the earlier of the cholera 
nids in questign, there were no fewer than 68 cases and 50 deaths in the 
¢ Gail,and a regular panic at Rampore Beauleah, necessitating the closing 
is stated to have followed. Ip Rungpore opposition to vaccination 
ow confined only tqsmall sections of the community ; but notwith- 
‘Compulsory Vaccination Act has very wisely boon introduced, 
it Dofore it all resistance will disappear. It is encouraging to 
Gut of the seven, districts thre has boon a satisfactory increase 
sod sesons vaccinated. : 


Tours. 
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4. Under the head of manufactures there is little of interest to notice, 
beyond the statement that in Bogra tho silk industry 
Manufactures, trade and com- has baen almost driven out by- competition, and the 
al weavers have tuken to agriculture. Indigo-plant- 
ing continues to be a languishing industry, but the manufacture of jute and 
gunny bags flourishes throughout the division, and in the casoof tea there hag 
beon an increase in the number of gardens and in the gross yield in both of the 
tea-growing districts, Darjecling and Julpigoree. The valuo of tho registered 
teado has fallen from Rs. 8,42,16,056 to Rs. 7,24,83,346, showing a decrease 
of Rs. 1,17,32,710, which is observable under the head of both exports and 
imports, and is attributed to the fact that the principal rico crop was below 
the average in most parts of the division during the year. Tho total internal 
traffic showed an advance from 311,548 tons in 1887-88 to 351,697 tons in the 
year under report. ay 
5. It is with considerable regrot that the-Lioutenant Governor learns that 
there has been during the past year a marked fall. 
Employment of Mukammadaas, i)6-6{f in the number of Muhanimadans employed in 
the service of Government in all the districts of the Rajshahye Division with one 
exception. The decrease occurred «pparently in the subordinate grades of the 
public service, that is, among constables, excise peons, survey establishments, and 
postal employés. The Commissioner’s remark that the increase in Rungpore 
“would show that something has been done in this district to insure the appoint- 
ment of Muhammadans” sugvests the conseiousnoss of an actual shortcoming in 
this respect elsewhero ; and in view of the fact that the proportion of “Muham- 
madans to the total divisional population is as 1 to 1:4, and that the number of 
educatod mombors of this section of thecommunity almost oquals that of educated 
Hindoos in the division, this particular feature of the year’s administration is 
most unsatisfactory, and to it the Officiating Commissionor’s attention is carnestly 
drawn. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor, trusts that next year the matter will be 
dealt with with greater fulness and care, and that the report will not be dis- 
figured by such shallow cxplanations as attribute a decreaso of Muhammadan 
constablos (in Pubna) to “the appointment of somo up-country Hindoos,” or a 
falling off in the number of Mussulman officérs in Darjeeling ‘‘to dismissals, tho 
vacancies having been filled up by Hindoos.” 
6. There was an increase in both cognizable and non-cognizable crime 
ecuaaai ad during the year under report, but it was compara. 
paren aes tively insignificant and calls for no further notice. 
The remarks mado rogarding the conduct of the police are not favourable, and 
in somo cases decidedly the reverse. In the case of Bogra it is stated that the 
district officer, not having beon in the district during any part of the year, can- 
not speak from any personal experience. This requires explanation, as in the 
third paragraph of the report Mr. Sharp is shown as having held charge of the 
district from the 10th January to the 3ist March, 1889. It is vory satisfactory 
to observe the distinct improvement recorded in the working of the Village 
Chowkidari Act, in the greater ponetuality with which the watchmen are now 
paid, and in thoir better discipli 








line and more regular performance of the duties 
allotted to them. The Licutenant-Governor is also gratified to learn of the 
better outturn of work done by Benches of Honorary Magistrates; but, to 
judgo from the oxtromo variations in tho figures showing the extent to which 
this agency is utilised in differont districts, it would soem that a further 
advance might well be made in this direction. ‘ 
7. The percentage of collections on the total revenue leviable was over 9§ 
everywhere except in Julpigoree, where it was 91; 
Tho land and land revenne, in Darjoeling, oa previo years, it was fondd 
possible to collect the demand in full. As regards ostates under direct 
ment, however, thoro was on the whole falling off ; but again in Darjealing, 
and also in Dinagepore, no balances were left outstanding at the close of the 
ear. There was a decrease in the number of certificates filed, aud the 
ieutonant-Governor is glad to find this attributed to the greater care taken’ 
by Collectors in admitting applications for their issue.’ Adverting ‘to the 
operation of the galo law, Mr. Alexandér, conéiders that care and moderation 
were exorcised. The rclations subsisting between landlords and tenante ‘ane 
thought on the whole to kev. been peaceful end satisfactory, althousk fea 
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admitted that in some localities manifestations of ill-fecling were brought to 
notice. It is to be hoped that the settlement of the estates of the Rajah of 
Doobulhati will soon be contluded to the mutual advantage of the parties 
concerned. 

8. There is evidence in the report of a steady advance in popularity by 

cai . beth savings banks and the moncy-order system. 
rT: Tho falling off in commercial transactions doubt- 
Jess accounts for the decrease in the receipt of currency notes from the public, 
but the Officiating Commissioner is apparently at fault. in attributing the 
increase in the sale of stamps—particularly of hoondi stamps—“ to the flourish- 
ing condition of trade generally.” Tt is somewhat surprising that, in spite of 
the warning conveyed in last ye: Resolution, the District Officers of Raj- 
shabye, Pubna, and Julpigorce failed to carry out the orders of Government 
in connection with the inspection of treasuries. The explanation given in the 
ease of Pubna may be accepted, but that offered for Julpigoreo affords no 
excuse whatever, while the absence of any from tho Collector of Rajshahye 
should not be ullowed to remain annoticed: 

9. Although there was on the whole a decrease of 87 educational institu- 
tions in the division throughout the year, it was 
unattended by a falling off in the number of pupils, 
which, on the contrary, showed a slight increaso. This seems to, the Licu- 
tenant-Governor to be a wholly satisfactory result, and it is to be regretted that 
precitely the reverse was the caso with girls’ schools, the number of institutions 
having increased by 5, while the attendanoe fell off by 40. In Pubna, the Dis- 
trict Board is said to heve discouraged mixed schools by withdrawing the 
allowances formerly given to the pundits of such schools. Tho establishment of 
a technical school at Rungpore is gratifying. The results generally of examina- 
tions are fairly good, but in the case of the lower primary they were most 
unsatisfactory, unless the Collector of Dinagepore’s theory that the falling off 
is to be ascribed to a salutary improvement in the strictness of the examiners 
is correct. 

10. Speaking of the success ‘or otherwise of Local Committecs, the 
Officiating Commissioner possibly fecls a difficulty 
in hazarding more than the guarded opinion that 
they appear to have worked fairly well on the whole; but it is observed 
that, with one exception, all his district officers sccm to take a hopeful view 
of their capacity for usefulness, and to havo reported in more or less favourable 
terms, especially with regard to municipalities. ‘ : 

11. The acknowledgments of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to Mr. Lowis 
for his administration of the division, and to Mr. Alexander for his report. The 
xemarka of the former on the merits and disqualifications of officers will be 
communicated to the Appointment Department.

The division was administered throughout the year by Mr. Beames, but 
the report is submitted by Mr. C. C. Stevens, who received charge after its 

lose. 
2. The tours of the district and subdivisional officors were practically 
sufficient, In three instances only they fell short of 
the prescribed number of days, and the deficiency 
was satisfactorily explained. In Bhagulpore the Joint-Magistrate and Assistants 
spent somo days in camp; but in other districts the orders of Governmont on* 
this point appear to have been overlooked. by 
3. The weather was not, on the whole, favourable to agriculture. The 
rain was abundant, but fell at inconvenient times, 
being deficient at sowing time, excessive during 
July and August, and stopping early. In the 
Bhagulpore and Sonthal Pergunnahs districts the bhadoi and winter rice crops 
gavo in consequence so short an outturn that relicf works had to be opened, and 
throughout the greater part of the division, tho harvest was below the average. 
A general rise of prices of food naturally followed. The year, generally 
speaking, was healthier than that which immediately preceded. "The registered 
mortality decreased everywhere, and the material goudition of the people was 
unaffected, except in tho distressed tracts of Banki and Soopole and parts of the 
Sonthal Pergunnahs. There was a sevore epidemic of cholera in the Maldah 
district, but with this exception tho division appears to havo enjoyed comparative 
immunity from epidemic of any kind. Small-pox is steadily decreasing under 
the influence of vagcination, which seems to be rapidly finding favour with the 
people. 
4, Emigration, especially of Sonthals, to the labour districts of Assam, 
through the agency of garden sirdars, was more 
active, particularly in the cold weather, than in the 
previous year, and it is some satisfaction t» learn that the new route up 
the eastern side of South. Bhagulpore, recently fixed by Government for the 
“passage of free emigrants, is being extensively used with advantage both to 

- employers and to cvolics. Recruiters’ agents lave again been giving trouble 
in spite of the prosecutions of tho previous year. There wore three cases of 
kidnapping women in Bhagulpore, in twé of which convictions were obtained: 

, the third was committed for trial at the sossions. ‘The Sonthals are said to be 
forming colonies in the jungles of Maldah and the Terai. 

5. Under this head there is nothing of special importance to notice 
except the decline of the silk industry, owing 
to the successful competition of European-made 
fabrics of a botter quality, and a decrease in las, 
The outturn of opium was considorably less than that of the previous year. 
Saltpetre and metal vessels afford scope for two profitable industries. “The 
short harvests checked exports, and gave an impetus to im )  cepocially of 
food-grains. ‘There was a marked increase in trade between Nepal and Parn 
except in timber, which declined considerably in consequence of the stringenl 
measures stated to huve been adopted by the Nepalese authorities to. ohé 
dishonesty of their forest officials, The Lieutenant-Governor desires: that.

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The percen of convictions in sessions trials was lower, and the results of 
prosecutions for false complaints were not altogether satisfactory. The rogular 
lice in this division are showing signs of improvement, but they are still 
elow the average in officiency. The conduct of the rural police shows some 
improvement. ‘The Commissioner would afford material assistance to Govern- 
ment if he would summarise the statistics and give his opinion on the police and 
crime of the division collectively, 

7. Under this head there was an increase in rent suits, confined to 
Monghyr, Purneah, and Maldah, and a decrease in 
suits for money or moveables, &e. The increase 
in rent suits is genorally attributed to the satisfactory working of the Tenancy 
Act, which is apparently much appreciated, and also to the bad season. The 
Subordinate Judge’s cqurt at Monghyr, which was only established as an experi- 
mental measure, worked satisfactorily. As the work was too heavy for one 
Judge, it became necessary to locate an additional Judge there for six months 
in the year to clear off arrears. 

8 The revenue returns of the year under review do not compare 

a favourably with those of 1887-88. The percentage 

aa of collections fn the total land revenue demand was 

96:5 against 97-12, and on the cess demand 83-6 against 85°85 while the excise 

revenue showed a decrease of Rs. 13,664, the advance fces paid up to the close of 

the year being less than in the year beforo, owing tu the non-settlement of shops. 

The stamp revenuc and reccipts from income-tux show increases of Rs. 10,046 
and Ra, 645 respectively. 

9. The progress of education declined to some extent in this division 
during the year, as evidenced by the subjoined

While the falling off in the number of primary schools and’ pupils, especially 
in the Sonthal Pergunnahs, which is not explained, is to.be regretted, it is 
gratifying -to qbgerve that simultancously there has beon a substantial increase 
of 131 in the nutnber of indigenons institutions, with 2,528 pupils, and that the 
umber of Muhammadan pupils has increased from 19,660 to 19,762. These 
igures indicate @ higher percentage of Muhammadans to total school population 
than the Muham ins ben to the total inhabitants of tho division. There has 
been on increase in the number of Muhammadans employed in Govoryment 
service in’ the division during the year. Of 139 gazetted appointments, 2,340 
superior appointments and 3,179 inferior appointments, 18, 480, and 931 res.

They have made 
groat progross in clearing the books cf old unrealizable taxos, have rovised the bye-laws, 
prepared a scheme for reassessing tho town, and also made improvements in the disposal of 
Right-soil and control of the conservancy staft.” 

On the other hand the district officers of Purneah and Maldah make some 
severe obsorvations on the backwardness of the important municipalities in 
those districts, in which ordinary sanitary requirements have heon, and are, 
much neglected. 

1l. The conduct of the zemindars in the division towards their ryots 
has, with a few oxteptions, buen all that could be 
desirod. Much has been done by them in providing 
irrigation works. Tho Maharajah of Durbhunga is specially mentioned as 
having spent over Rs. 25,000 in irrigation chaunels and bunds, and given lands 
freely for the digging of tanks.
